1. At the date of this prospectus the United 
States Shipbuilding company had not been

2: Its capital stock was never $20,000,000; 
originally it was $3,000, which amount was 
subsequently increased to $45,000,000. 

3, Six of the ten persons mentioned 4s di- 
rectors in the prospectus were not directors 
of the company, and never have been. : 

4. The amount of contracts on hand did 
not exceed $36,000,000, but of this amount 
a profit was available only on the uncom- 
pleted portion of the contracts, which profit 
will not exceed $1,078,261, and will take three 
years to earn. | 

5. These companies did not have a working 
capital of more than $5,000,000, and the fig- 
ures of the accountants show only a workin 
capital of $3,278,798.48. This working capital, 
however, was almost obliterated by subse- 
quent adjustment. 

6. The statement that the profits on con- 
tract work in hand would be 83 000,000 was 
undeniably false. If it is claimed that the 
profit was estimated on the entire amount. 
of 636 000 000 worth of contracts (which was 
not true) and the utmost profit that could 
be looked for, according to the figures of the 
accountants, was $3,600,000, a liberal] esti-

The report then gives the net book value 
of the constituent companies on July 31, 
1902, according to accountants’ statements 
from the books of the companies as 312.441.

“Viewing the acquisition of the proper 
ties from the standpoint of the surplus and 
plant values, as disclosed by the books of 
the companies, the report reads, the di- 
rectors appear to have made a gift of up- 
wards of $55,000,000 worth of stock and bonds 
of the United States Shipbuilding company 
intrusted to their care. If book values are 
to be disregarded, and the real value of the 
plants computed on earnings, the statement 
in the minutes that the total earning capacity 


was $4,025,000 is. false.“ | 


The receiver contrasts with it the reported 
earnings of the companies for the year end- 
ing July 31, 1908—$1,662,530 for the Bethle- 
hem company, and 458 for the other 
companies, a total of $2,495,989. Of this the 
shipbuilding company benefited by only $310, - 
754, only $60,754 coming from the companies 
other than the Bethlehem. The latter turned 
over $250,000 to meet interest on bonds, re- 
taining $685,370 for plant betterment.” 


Deliberate Use of Earnings. 


“It may be said here,” Mr. Smith writes, 
“that Bethlehem deliberately used up its 
earnings in making enormous purchases of 
material for its own benefit, and in exten- 
sions, improvements, and repairs, in order, 
apparently, to keep its earnings from the 
United States Shipbuilding company.“ 

Referring to the 51,000. 000 in the stock and 
bonds “deliberately given away.“ Mr. Smith 
says: Who participated in this wholesale 
plunder? The testimony now being taken 
in the proceedings will doubtless disclose 
the names of all the participants. Certain 
it is that much of this vast amount was 
taken by persons and corporations who 
parted with little or no consideration in ex- 
change therefor.

stock and an agreement giving his bonds 
voting power, thereby gaining a control orf 
the company, whese total stock was 648, 
000,000. In this deal, the receiver says, 
Mr. Schwab parted with nothing, the capital 
stock of the Bethlehem company being 
piaced beyond the control of the shipbuild- 
ing company by the trust agreement. If 
interests friendly to the shipbuilding com- 
pany had controlled this stock it would 
have been able to reach the Bethlehem 
earnings, but the provision for the selec- 
tion of Bethlehem directors—the trustee, 
named by Mr. Schwab, appointing three 
directors, and the shipbuilding company, 
controlled by Schwab, designating the other 
four—placed them entirely in his hands, and 
the United States Shipbuilding company en- 
tirely at his mercy, The further provision 
of the agreement guaranteeing a 6 per cent

ish, Enough.” He was awake for only a 
few minutes, however, and then relapsed 
once more into a sound slumber, almost 
deathlike, save for his regular breathing. 
Many friends of Baker still maintain that 
he has been hypnotized, and say that he 


person who put him in the trance removes 
tne spell from him. Others say that the 
Cuban has -hypnotized himself, and that he 
will be able to restore himself to his normal 
| condition as soon as he wishes. 

Nhe physicians at St. Joseph's hospital ad- 
mit the possibility ot such cases as the one 
last mentioned, but do not believe that it ts 
probable as applied to Baker. Dr. Clarke, 
who has charge of Baker, said of this pos- 
sibility this evening: 

Autohypnotism . 1s I believe, 
and has been done. In my opinion Baker 
is suffering from some great mental strain. 
I was incredulous at first and thought that 
he was trying to ‘fake’ us. I am con- 
vintéed, however, that the Cuban is no im- 
péstor and that his sleep is not feigned but 
a natural condition. I have no doubt, how- 
ever, that the reading he did upon spiritual- 
ism, hypnotism, and general mysticism 
fluenced his mind.“

Halloween parties were in' progress, and

| Daring Work of Firemen. | 

Many daring rescues were made by the 
firemen, who at times had to use violence in 
their attempts to disentangle the mass of 
writhing human beings struggling in vain 
efforts to reach safety from the crowded 
fire escapes. One fireman climbed to the 
fourth floor, where a window was filled with 
a mass of people, jammed in and fighting 
to get out. He struck the heads of all the 
men he could see with his fist, and they fell 
back. He then handed down to the firemen 
on ladders below three women and a baby. 
Another fireman performed a similar feat 
and rescued two girls from the fourth floor. 

Life nets played 4 prominent part in the 
work of rescue. The firemen dropped men 
and women, dead and alive, from one floor to 
another, and finally. the men standing on 
jJadders on the first floor let them fall into 
the nets held by policemen and firemen in the 
street.

BILBAO, Spain, Nov. The iron work - 
ers’ strike, which for more than a week has 
| caused rioting, street fighting from behind 
barricades, pillage, and general excesses, was 
settled today with a victory for the laborers. 
The miners will no longer be compelled to 
live cooped up in the barracks provided by 
the mining companies and they will no longer 
be forced to purchase food from the cgm- 
pany stores, which has often been declared 
unfit to eat; instead of being paid by the 
month they will hereafter be paid every 
week. They have been refused, however, 
_the right to organize a union. | 

The miners heretofore have had’ to live. 
under deplogable conditions. In the mines 
outside of Bilbao the men were herded into 
crowded and squalid barracks. The food 
sold them at the company stores was some- 
times bad, but as they were paid by the 
month it was almost impossible for them 
purchase elsewhere. 

Miners Join the Anarchists. _ 

The miners were attracted by the socialists 
and anarchiste and determined to strike un- 
less their demande for better living condi- 
tions were granted. These the operators 
refused and the strike was inaugurated with 
85,000 men, but all the trades in Bilbao joined 
the movement in sympathy. | 

The rioting which followed taxed the en- 
ergies of the troops to the utmost. Thestrik- 
‘ers erected barricades composed of pieces of 
iron work from the bridge, overturned carts 
and barrels filled with stones. The miners , 
behind the first barricade were armed with 
picks and shoyele and a few revolvers. 


Killed in Street Fighting. | 
The cavalry charged the barricades, and 
in the fight four persons were killed and 
twenty-one wounded. * 
‘When driven from the city the miners 
ondeavored to blow up the reservoir and the 
electric light plant with dynamite. The 
troops were too quick for them, however, 
and gained possession of the dynamite fac- 
tery before the strikers could carry out 
their design. By this time there were 10,000 
infantry, cavairy, and artillerymen in the 
city, as well as three guns. * rite 
The arrival of Lieut.

Uncertainty About McLaughlin. 
No man can know, and even the election 
figures may not reveal, the extent of the Mc- 
Laughlin revolt against Tammany dictation. 
Old Hugh McLaughlin is a wonderful char- 
acter, and he possesses the great personal 
popularity of the Irish Roman Catholic 
democratic boss of the earlier days. His

Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—The annual re- 
port of W. A. Richards, commissioner of the 
general land offi je; says that there was in the 
last year a large increase in the total number 
of supposedly fraudulent land entries. Under 
the order of Nov. 2, 1902, 10,000 fraudulent 
entries under the timber and stone act in the 
states of California, Oregon, and Washington 
have been suspended, and there are now 
fifteen special agents.of the land office in 
that fleld engaged in ferreting out the fraud- 
‘ulent entries. 

During the year 125 unlawful inclosures 
of public land, covering an area of 2,605,300 
acres, were reported. Seventy-nine of these 
inclosures have been removed and proceed - 
ings are pending to compel the removal of * 
remaining number.

“Complaints come to this office from 
every section of the country of flagrant vio- 
lations of the various laws relating to the 
‘public lands. Thousands of entries are being 
‘made for speculative purposes with scarcely 
any attempt at compliance with the legal 
requirements, vast areas are unlawfully in- 
closed to the exclusion of actual settlers, and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
public timber is being taken unlawfully. To

The report shows a marked increase in the 
business of the office over 1902, the total re- 
ceipts being $11,024,748, an increase of 6 
762,816. This increase over 1902 is greater 
than the total receipts for the year 1899. 
The total area of public lands appropriated 
during the year was 22.824. 299 acres, an in- 
crease of 3,385,764 acres over the preceding 
year. About half the area entered was 
entered under the homestead law. 


Secretary Hitchcock’s Statement.

Secretary Hitchcock's approval: 

Nearly a year ago information reached 
the secretary of the interior which strong- 
ly indicated that frauds of a serious nature 
had been and were being perpetrated against 
the government under what is known as the 
forest reserve lien land act of June 4, 1897, 
by a combination of land speculators on the 
Pacific coast. . 

The information and indicated frauds 
were of so grave a character that a thor- 
ough investigation Was commenced last Jan- 
uary.

Four Teams Have a Chance.

PROR I DEAD. 


NOTED SCHOLAR EXPIRES FROM 


Did Not Recover Consciousness tastes | 
Being Struck Down on Friday Near 
Berlin—Kaiser and Lesser German 

Sovereigns Send Condolences to 
Family—Had Vast Fund of Informa- 
tion on Many Things—Kept Active | 
to Last, Although 86 Years Old. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
BERLIN. Nov. 1.—Prof. Theodor Momm- 
sen, the noted historian and scholar, who 
was stricken by apoplexy on Friday, died 
at 8:45 o' clock this morning. He never re- 
covered consciousness after the stroke. The 
change of life to death was observed only by 


night long with the family. 

United States Ambassador Tower and nie 
foreign ambassadors here, as well as a num- 
ber of cabinet ministers, called at the Momm- 
sen residence this morning to be informed 
that he was dead. 4 

Emperor William and various of the lesser 
German sovereigns have sent their condo- 
lences to the Mommsen family. 


Greatest Modern Scholar. 

“The greatest scholar in modern times 
is the title which frequently has been be- 
stowed on Prof. Mominsen. Language, law, 
mythology, customs, antiquities, coins, and 
inscriptions were among the many subjects 
on Which he had profound knowledge. 

He was born Nov. 30, 1817, but his ac- 
tivity kept up almost to his last illness in 
spite of his eighty-six years. His name ap- 
-pegred to the last among the members of the 
faculty of the University of Berlin, but he 
abandoned his lectures a few years ago. 

A long list of works is left as a monu- 
ment to his labors. He was the originator 
and for many years editor-in-chief of the 
Corpus Inecriptionum Latinarum. 

Mommsen had opportunities galore for the 
preferment and fame that royalty can be- 
stow, but titles and decorations never 1 88 
ed him. He lived a democrat. 


Made Friends for Boers. 


since the completion of his crowning work 
on the Roman laws, which has been trans- 
lated into every modern language, Momm- 
gen confined his pen to brochures, let- 
ters, and occasional articles on current po- 
litical topics. He was thoroughly alive to the 
big events of the day, at home and abroad. 
and prepared to lend a vigorous voice in 
defense of cherished ideals. Many English-. 
men hold him directly responsible for the 
wave of Anglophobia which swept Germany 
like a tornado after the outbreak of tue 
Boer war. A profound and consistent ad- 
mirer-of England, the English, and English | 
institutions, and a fluent English speaker, 
Mommsen assailed the British policy in 
south Africa upon high moral grounds. His 
presentation of the Boer case in a series of 
troversial letters h the late Prof. Max- 
Muller of Oxford won millidns of adherents 
for the Boer cause throughout the Father- 
land. 
After McKinley's death the old professor 
cherished the hope that Roosevelt’s Dutch 
ancestry would 
American intervention in the Boers’ be- 
half. He said that “since 1776 the United 
States, which won their independence with

honor which Roosevelt ought to discharge.“ 

In 1901 Prof. Mommsen again stirred the 
German people with an appeal in behalf of 
university freedom, which he conceived to 
be endange by the kaiser’s proposed ap- 
pointment of a Roman Catholic professor to 
the chair of history at Strassburg’ univer- 
sity. He attacked the emperor's proposal 

mercilessly, and rallied.around him such 
a distinguished array of scholars that the 
threatened innovation at Strassburg was 
‘quietly abandoned by order from the un, 


quarter. 
‘Favored Socialist Cause. 

Last year, just when the kaiser was ‘travel- 
ing up and down the country denouncing the 
social democrats as abettors of murder and 
enemies of the state, Mommsen issued a 
brilliant manifesto, hailing the socialists as 
the one political party of Germany entitled 
to respect, and advocating that liberal think- 
ers flock to their standard. His appeal fell 
on deaf ears, because German liberals were 


manifesto was a striking proof of the histo- 
rian’s personal courage and unwithering | 


power. 
Prof. Mommsen ralsed a family ‘of fifteen 
children, and was surrounded by grand- 
children by the dozen. He lived in extremely 
modest style in- a big, old fashioned stone 
residence in Charlottenburg, the lovely west- 
ern suburb of Berlin.

The battle was fought on Little Lightning 
creek, near its junction with the Cheyenne | 
river, forty-five miles north of Lusk in east- 
ern Wyoming. The Indians were members 
of the Crow tribe under Charlie Carries Elk. 


Posses Go in Pursuit. 

Six men were in the posse, and those who 
escaped the bullets of, the Indians made their 
way to Lusk and gave the alarm, while the 
Indians made haste toward the Bad Lands of 


wounded with them. Posses were today 
started out from Lusk and New Castle. An 
effort will be made to head off the Indians 
before they reach the Bad Lands, for oncein 
that section they will be diffictilt to capture 
and can easily make their way back to the 
Pine Ridge agency, where the officers would 
experience much trouble in identifying them. 
The trouble had its inception in the ruthless 
slaughter of game by the Indians. Ranch- 
men also reported that the reds had been 
killing cattle. Sheriff Miller left New Castle 
nine days ago and arrested a portion of the 
band, and the chase for the others re 
in the fight at Lightning creek. 


Troops Asked For. 


No troops have been ordered out, as the 
authorities are waiting for further informa- 
tion. Gov. Chatterton this evening received 
telegrams from the north asking that troops 
be called into the field to head off the In- 
dians, and he is likely to order out a company 
from ‘either Newcastle, Douglas, or Buffalo. 

A s®rious. outbreak among the Sioux is 
threatened beeause of the restrictions placed 
upon their hunting privileges, and it is feared 
that if the authorities capture the band of 
Indians that killed Sheriff Miller and attempt 
to prosecute them there will be trouble.

Fall shipments are 
more than ordinarily heavy. and the prep- 
arations for next year's trade are large.” 


Demand for Coal Holds Up. 


The coal market is reviewed by the Black 
Diamond as follows: 

“ While there has been some dullness in 
the western coal trade the last week, which 
is always to be noted toward the latter end 
of the month, generally demand has held 
fairly steady and prices have not su d. 
In the anthracite trade there has been a 
quickening of demand in western all rail ter- 
ritory, and there are complaints of a lack of 
cars on some of the kading anthracite lines, 
which is holding back receipts to the west 
and southwest of Chicago. It ts anticipated 
that these conditions will grow worse instead 
of better within the next few weeks, and this 
impression has resulted in a more urgent 
demand for quick shipments of coal. In dock 
territory business is increasing with the ad- 
vancement of the season, but is not upto the 
volume, usually expected at this time, and 


| probably will not be until there is cold weath- 


er to stimulate the demand. 

In bituminous coals there continues to be 
a good demand, and prices are holding fairly 
steady, the most notable exception being on 
smokeless coals produced in West Virginia 
and some steam coals from points east of 
Chicago. Western coals are held firmly, and 
there is apparently no likelihood of any 
lower prices on the next few months on 
these coals. 

„The most significant development during | 
the week in the western anthracite trade has 
been the shorter supply of all rail coal at the 
leading tributive centers. The demand 
from southern and southwestern territory 
has deen active, owing to the near approach 
of cold weather, while the tonnage coming 
forward has suffered a considerable reduc- 
tion. This latter condition is accounted for 
from- several reasons. One of the most impo 
tant is, probably found in the curtailment 0 

production in the anthracite, region; Such 
ports, to be transported before the close of 
navigation, or. is being shipped to territory 
in the east which is demanding more coa) 
than it has hitherto. Another reason for the 
reduction in all rail tonnage is said to exist 
in a short supply of cars on some of the lead- 
ing anthracite roads. It is reported that the 
Lehigh Valley, although it has a large equip- 
ment, has diverted so much of its rolling 
stock to other commodities, there are in- 
sufficient cars for the coal trade. Other roads 
are probably not in as bad a position, but they |. 
are encountering some trouble on this score. 

The conditions as to all rail coal are ex- 
pected to worse tnstead of better within 
the next fo ht or longer. The cessation 
of mining for a week in the region Will re- 
sult in a large tonnage of orders piling up 
with the principal companies, and whenever 
there is such a congestion of business there“ 
are likely to be considerable delays/in fill- 
ing it. 

“In the bituminous markets of the west 
there have been comparatively few changes. 
There is talk in some quarters of marking 
up the price of some of the leading western 
coals with Nov. 1, but this is not likely to be 
—— by any means. The more conserva- 

interests ere inclined to believe that pres- 
— prices are satisfactory, and until there 
is more cold weather than has been experi- 
enced thus far it is not likely there will be 
many important changes. Western coals 
keep fairly firm, with mine run if an 
showing & little weakness at times.“ 


. Lumber Stocks Run Light. 


The American Lumberman says of the lum- 
ber trade: 

The stocking up season is near the close. 
Seldom if ever will the final windup prepar- 
atory to going into winter quarters find sup- 
plies so small. The peculiarity of the situa- 
“tion is that there is no great surplusin the 
hands of mill operators or dealers. 
sumption has kept pace with production. 
Another peculiarity ts found in the fact that 
no exceptional kind of lumber is in great 
excess. Demand has slighted none of the 
woods. Prices have been so high and firm 
on all the more desirable varieties that con- 
sum have taken ‘up anything that they 
could make available. Though there may be 
a subsidence of the keen, urgent, insatiable 
demand prevalent in the year prior to last 
August the moderation in requirement comes 
when there is no burdensome surplus to 
weigh down the murket and prostrate prices. 
Ass yet there has been no serious falling 

ff in consumptive demand. The wood ustng 

ctories all over the country are running 
with but slight reduction of capacity. Such 
industries as the furniture, box, door, ahd 
mill work, piano, carriage, and implement 
factories are keeping up their rate of pro- 

— with but occasional instances of cur- 
talimént. In car building and railroad work 
there has been some check to expansion, but 
there is still so much work under contract 
that the call for mill and forest products still 
constitutes a demand of heavy volume. 

The genera) lumber trade of the country 
as a whole is holding on in full autumn size. 
with here and there some lessening toward 
a winter basis. Market reports this weck 
generally are of a cheerful and satisfactory 
tone. The fact seems to be that trade is as 
large as mill operators and dealers can han- 
dle with available stocks, with the slow and 
uncertain deliveries of the railways as a 
handicap. 

“Dealers who handle the country trade 
comtinue to report a fair demand for white 
pine. While they realize chat from now 
forward orders may gradualiy decline to a 
winter basis, as yet they have seen nothing 
to indicate that the process has really begun.

Cities Recommend the 
Reduction Plan. 


‘CITY BEHIND THE TIMES. 


Residents May Be Required to 
Provide Three Recepta- 
cles for Weste. 


Householders may be required soon to make 
three separations of refuse and to hang three 
@ifferent receptacles on the back fence for 
the garbage men—one for garbage, one for 
ashes, and the third for all other refuse. 
This requirement will be made if the coun- 
cil adopts the report of the special garbage 
commission, which made a tri through the 
east and through Canada. 

Cleaner streets and better health are prom- 
ised with a-change from an inefficient method 
of handling refuse to an adequate one— 
cleaner streets because less of the ward ap- 
propriations will be spent in garbage collec- 
tion and better health because the half filed 
dumps are dangerous now and will become 
mote so as they are filled up. 

It depends on the householders to make 
practical a better way of handling refuse. 
To secure an economical process will demand 
the threefold separation, and this will be up 

to the citizens themselves. 


Expect Residents to Aid. 

Two years ago the council undertook to re- 
quire householders to make two separations 
and to provide suitable receptacies for ref- 
use, The protests in the various 
against it were so great that the plan was 
dropped. The aldermen, however, are con- 
Adent that the people will accept the idea 


more Kindly this time. 
According to the conclusions of the inves- 


tigating aldermen, Chicago ia several gen- 


erations behind most of the eastern cities in 
methods of handling refuse. The report 
which sets this forth has been drawn by 
“Aid. Walter J. Raymer, and will be sub- 
mitted first to the subcommittee for adoption, 
taen to the finance committee, and then to the 
council. 
Handling of garbage by contract and dis- 
by reduction are the methods sug- 
gested. The money now spent in an inade- 
quate system can be made to provide an effi- 
ent service, it is said. 


Reduction System Favored. 

“The committee is thoroughly impressed 
with thé idea that the city of Chicago should 
adopt the reductian system,“ says the re- 
port, “ believing that by this method a more 
faVorabie contract can be made for the col- 
lection and disposal of garbage than by any 
other system. We believe that if the inciner- 
ation process, which, in our judgment, is an- 
tHlauated, should be adopted, it must be nec- 
essarily a municipal plant, as no 

* are obtained by this method. 

“We believe that Chicago should profit by 
the fact that garbage contains certain mar- 
ketable materials, and this advantage can 
he obtained only by the reduction process. 
’ It will be impossible, however, for the city 
to enter into a contract with any reduction 
ecmpany without first reconstructing our 
ordinance 80 es to provide for at least three 
separations—viz: garbage, ashes, and all 
other refuse. 

„ne committee is of the belief that im- 

ate steps should be taken looking to this 
end, and recommends that the corporation 
mnsel be instructed to reconstruct our or- 
ane at the earliest possible moment in 
order to give the people an opportunity to 
procure the necessary receptacies for the 
Mifferent separations; and, owing to the pe- 
euliar conditions under which we have been 
Wwdrking, it will take some time to enforce 
the law on this subject. 

“The city is face to face with the solution 
ef this important question, owing to the fact 
that the dumps which we have been fortu- 
mate to get are about filled up, and, in order 
to preserve the health of the community, no 
time should be lost in framing such legisla- 
tion as will dispose of the question satisfac- 
torily for some years to come.“ 

Question a Serious One. 

That the question has become a serious one 
in the city was realized when the appropria- 
tions became exhausted early in the summer, 
and when for the first time in a number of 
years an emergency appropriation had to be 
made. The condition of the dumps and the 

spect of their being filled within a short 
titie made the necesstty for some adequate 
method of disposal the more apparent. 

The health of the city, it is claimed,

Philadeiphia an Example. 

In the dther cities visited by the aldermen 
these things are done by the citizens, and the 
cities are able to handle refuge with a mini- 
mum of expense. The Philadelphia system 
ie used as an illustration. 

„Conditions there,“ says the report. were 
found to be similar to conditions in Chicago. 
For instance, Philadelphia covers 130 square 

miles, while Chicago has 210. Long hauls are 
necessary in Philadelphia because of the in- 
ability to get satisfactory loading points 
along the river. The city appropriates $516, - 
#00 for thé collection and disposal of garbage, 
and the American Product company has the 
contract and gives the citizens dally service, 
even in the suburbs. The incineration sys- 
tem wae used formerly, but it has been aban- 
doned for some time, as tt had outlived ite 
usefulness and was a poor method at the 
best. 
No separations are made, garbage 
kept entirely separate from al! other refuse. 
The city appropriates $1,200,000 for the clean- 
ing of streets and the removal of garbage 
and refuse, and the most critical person will 
haye to agree that the strets of that city are 
kept clean, even in the remotest districts. 
“The municipality, in entering into the 
contract with the American Product com- 
pany, provided for the strict enforcement of 
the contract by establishing a system of 
fines. For instance, if a complaint should 
come to the bureau of health with regard to 
the nonremoval of garbage, and upon investi- 
gation it were found that it was the fault of 
the contractors, a fine of $5 for each and

“The Product company in turn places this 
fine upon the man m their employ who was 
guilty of the offense, and it is néediess to 
Say that the penalty absolutely insures to 
the people of Philadelphia perfect service.
